TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, Dec.

U. 5. JUDGE RULES 
DRY AMENDMEN 
ILLEGALLY PASSED 


Laws Enforcing Prohibi- 
tion Invalid, Judge Wil- 
liam Clark, of New Jer- 
sey, Rules; Drys to Fight 


NEWARK, N. J., Dee. 16.—(/)— 
The adoption of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, Federal Judge William Clark 
held today, was invalid. 

He ruled that only by constitutional 
conventions and not by state legisla- 
tures can such amendments, which 
transfer to the United States powers 
heretofore reserved to the states, be 


ratified. 

Philip Forman, federal district at- 
torney for ~ Jersey, said the de- 
cision would affect only Judge Clark’s 
district and that the Volstead act will 
continue to be enforced in New Jersey 
until the remaining three judges op 
the féderdl benéh itt this state either 
decide in agreement with Judge Clark 
or until a decision of the higher courts 
is reached on the opinion. 

Other judges concurred with For- 
man’s opinion. 

The only immediate effect cf his de- 
cision, Judge Clark explained, would 
he in New Jersey. and any arrests for 
the retail sale of intoxicahts in that 
state would have to be made under 
the state prohibition enforcement act 
pending appeal of the ruling. Appeal 
would stay the effeet of the decision 
until it could be ruled on by a higher 
court. ‘ 

The ruling will be effective only in 
those states in which United States 
district court judges concur in the 
findings. 

Validity of the manner in which the 
prehibition amendment was adopted 
was tested before Judge Clark by a 
group of attorneys—all members of 
the New York County Lawyers’ Asso- 
ciation—after a study of two years. 
The group represented William 
Sprague, a township clerk in New 
Jersey, who had been indicted for 


transporting beer. By today’s decision 


| the indictment was quished. 


Considered Scholar. 


Judge Clark is 38 years old, an 
heir to millions who served in the 
ranks of the American expeditionary 
forces during the World War. He 
is the youngest member of the federal 
judiciary, but he has been called a 
leading scholar of the constitution. In 
a 15,000-word opinion he discussed the 


proposition that prohibition of intoxi- 
cating liquors was a question of gov- 


ernment and a problem in political 
science. He called upon nearly a 
hundred authorities in support of his 
ruling and quoted from their public 
and private writings at length. 


The jurist declared, the question he 
was deciding had never been presented 
to any court. and said he was not 
bound by any earlier or higher au- 
thority. 

In national prohibition cases be- 
fore the supreme court of the United 
States the only matters argued con- 
cerned the substance of the eighteenth 
amendment and whether or not an 
amendment changing the distribution 
of power between the states and the

Governor L. G. Hardman Tuesday 
referred Georgia's financial Crisis to 
the general assembly when he an- 
nounced in a lengthy session that he 
would call a special session, Orally, 
he later fixed January 6 as the date 
for convening it.

DANVILLE WORKERS 
TO CONTINUE STRIKE

DANVILLE, Va., Dec. 16.—(UP) 
“We are well fed, clothed and have 
comfortable places in which to live. 
We will continue the strike indefinite- 
ly until the mill management agrees 
to recognize our right to organize, 
give us a reasonable wage and elimi- 
nate the ‘stretch-out’ system.” 

This was the general response of 
Danville’s 4.000 cotton mill strikers to 
questions as to their attitude after 
nearly three months of voluntary idle- 
ness, 

The history of the strike, as told by 
a number of strikers interviewed by 
this correspondent, begins in Feb- 
fruary, 1930, when workers in the 
mills asked the American Federation 
of Labor to send organizers here after 
a 10 per cent wage cut had been or- 
dered and the hated “stretch-out” sys- 
tem allegedly was in formation. 

Organizers of the United Textile 
Workers, the textile department of the 
American Federation of Labor, went 
quietly about their work and on Sep- 
tember 29, 4,500. strikers. organized 
members of the union, walked out of 
the mills. 

The strikers’ battle against the 
management of a $15,000,000 indus- 
trial organization, at first had been 
heralded as a short fight, easily won. 

Disorders occurred when non-union 


workers entered the plants, but the 
union officials denied at least part re- 
sponsibility in the incidents.
